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TRADE SALES. 


A communication appears in the Commercial Advertiser of the 11th 
inst., which is intended as an answer to the articles touching the Book 
Trade Sales, which appeared in the American Publishers’ Circular, and 
were copied into the Commercial. The writer does not, however, 
attempt to answer any of the arguments which were urged in favor of 
the plan of sales adopted by the Publishers’ Association, as compared 
with that which has been latterly in use, but contents himself with a 
little very vague, and, it seems to me, erroneous reasoning in favor of 
what is commonly known as the withdrawal plan, which he adtocates. 
The first point made is that the Sales, which, many years since, were 
held on a plan similar to that now adopted by the Association, did not 
reach so great an amount as more recent sales on the withdrawal sys- 
tem. This argument proves nothing, however. The natural tendency 
of such sales is to increase from year to year. The book trade is itself 
increasing with astonishing rapidity. A few years since a sale of 
10,000 copies of any book was quite as rare as a sale of 50,000 copies is 
at the present day, while the number of books published annually has 
also greatly increased. Here, then, is a satisfactory reason why there 
should have been a very much greater increase in the amount sold at 
Trade Sales than has actually taken place. Moreover, there were for- 
merly four semi-annual trade sales in the principal cities, where there 
are now but two. Indeed, were it proper to judge of the value of a 
Trade Sale plan by the amount of sales effected under it, the conclusion 
would be inevitable, considering the circumstances named, that the old 
plan which the Association have re-adopted, is greatly better than the 
withdrawal system advocated by the Messrs. Harper. But publishers do 
not admit that this is atrue test. The amount of sales effected is but one 
point, and it may be that a sale of small amount on a certain plan may 
be better, in the end, than one of larger amount conducted on different 
principles. This argument, then, may come very well from an auc- 
tioneer, but will not have weight with publishers. 

After stating that the Association’s plan was formerly in use, and 
that about ten years since, at the suggestion of some of the leading 
members of the trade, the withdrawal plan was introduced, the corres- 
pondent of the Commercial adds: “The benefit of this alteration has 
been proved in the most decisive manner, both to buyer and seller.” 
If this is so, why is it that a great majority of the publishers in the 


‘country, after having tried both plans, are now in favor of returning to 


the former, and have this season contributed only to the sales in ac- 
cordance with it? If this be so, how comes it that the influential 
house which first proposed the change ten years since, is now among 
the most. prominent in advocating the return to the old plan? ‘“ The 
late sale of Messrs. Harper,” says this writer, “at the current trade 
sale of Messrs. Bangs, Brothers & Co., exemplifies better than any 
description that we could give, the working of the present plan ” (the 
withdrawal plan). He goes on to state that this sale reached “ the as- 
tounding amount of $80,000.” Without questioning if this be a fact 
(and there are some of us who set it down to “ Bunkum™”), there are 
abundant reasons why a sale as great, or even greater than this, might 
have been reasonably expected, notwithstanding all the disadvantages 
of the system under which this sale was made. Some of these may be 
enumerated thus :— 

1, The season is an exceedingly favorable one. Every branch of 
business is active, and an unusually large number of books is wanted. 





2. Since the fire which destroyed their stock, Messrs. Harper have 
never, until now, been able to offer a full assortment of their publica- 
tions. The market had, therefore, become bare of them, and, to some 
extent, the sales of several seasons were thus concentrated into one. 

8. Heretofore Harpers have had two sales; this season they have 
but one. It might reasonably have been expected, therefore, that, from 
this cause alone, it would be double in amount. 

4, Extraordinary exertions were made by them to secure a large 
sale. Circulars were addressed to the trade, and, in many cases, pri- 
vate letters written, urging attendance and purchase. 

5. A most important reason why so large a sale was made is to be 
found in the fact, that they sold their books at very much below the 
prices they had been accustomed to demand for them at the sales. 
Had they let them run at such prices before, there are many of us who 
can testify that a vast increase in sales would have been realized. 

6. After the sale was concluded, private letters were written to 
important houses, offering to take their orders for books at the prices 
at which they were sold at the sale, and their orders, when received, 
were added to the sale. 

On the whole, therefore, even supposing the Harpers’ sale had 
reached $80,000, the amount could not be considered a large one, under 
the circumstances. But why not take the amount sold of one of the few 
other invoices contributed to the recent sale as a test? Certainly it 
would show a very different result. On the other hand, in the sale 
which has just commenced in Philadelphia, the only invoices which 
have been sold, at the time of writing this, have produced the most 
satisfactory results, in all respects, which have been obtained for years. 

Experience will soon show which plan is the better one for trade 
sales; and it cannot be doubted that the associated publishers will have 
the discrimination and disposition to adopt the right one. M.

A Regular Meeting of the Publishers’ Association was held at their 
rooms, on Wednesday, September 12. 

A. 8. Barnes, Vice-President, in the Chair. 

Mr. Puram, from Committee on the Festival, reported that every 
thing was proceeding favorably—that two hundred and thirty-two in- 
vitations had been sent to authors and editors, and that the total num- 
ber of tickets issued up to this time was 440. Speeches are expected 
from Hon. Edward Everett, Henry Ward Beecher, W. O. Bryant, and 
many other eminent authors. 

Moved, by Mr. Orton, and carried, That a Notice be given in the 
Publishers’ Circular, that parties holding tickets which they do not in- 
tend using personally, shall be requested to return them to the Secre- 
tary of the Association, as they are not transferable. 

Mr. Puram then stated that tickets had been prepared for the gal- 
leries, which would accommodate about three hundred. 

On motion of Mr. Wixey it was carried that those tickets should be 
distributed among the members of the Association to the extent of the 
three hundred. 

On motion of Mr. Mason, a vote of thanks was unanimously passed 
to Mr. Putnam for his indefatigable services in connection with the 
Festival, and also expressing entire confidence in his management of 
the matters committed to his charge. 

On motion of Mr. Appieton, the Treasurer was appointed a special 
committee to solicit such additional subscriptions as might be needed. 
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Mr. D. G. Mason then offered some remarks in relation to the 
Philadelphia Sale, which he stated to have been so far remarkably suc- 
cessful. 

On motion the Convention then adjourned.

Booksellers visiting the city are requested to call at the library-room 
and register their names in a book provided for the purpose. 








Witerary Intelligence. 





A new work, entitled “ Modern Pilgrims,” by the Author of “ Peter 
Schlemihl in America,” is in press and will be published early in Octo- 
ber next. The Rochester American answers the query: Who wrote 
Peter Schlemihl ?” by stating that the author’s name is George Woon, 
a native of Massachusetts; but who has been a resident of Washington 
for many years. The “ Modern Pilgrims,” is to be published by Phillips, 
Sampson & Co., Boston. 

The Literary Societies of Brown University, held their anniversary 
exercises on Tuesday the 4th inst. The Providence Journal speaks 
highly of the oration of James T. Brapy, of New York—and says of 
the poem by Jonn G. Saxz, that “ it was received with enthusiasm and 
unbounded applause.” 

The late Toomas P. Cusutnea, of Boston, left the munificent sum of 
$150,000 to the town of Ashburnham, Worcester Co., to endow two 
seminaries of learning, to be located in Ashburnham, the one for males, 
and the other for females over ten years of age. 

We learn from the Patriot that the City Council of Concord, N.H., have 


passed an ordinance for the establishment and perpetual maintenance of 
a public library. A pledge made by Jonn L. Emmons, Esq., of Boston, 
and a native of Concord, will give $1,000 to start with; and $300 is 
promised by Octavius Rogers, Esq., besides many donations of books 
and money from benevolent and patriotic persons. The Council appro- 
priates, in addition to the above, $15,000 for the purchase of library fur- 
niture and books. 

A highly interesting relic of the great Napoleon is now being ex- 
hibited. It is a volume of military maps, among which are several 
plans of battles drawn by the Emperor himself. This relic was left at 
an inn by the Emperor during his hasty retreat after the battle of 
Waterloo. 

The University of Konigsberg intends to erect a monument to the 
philosopher Kant, once the great ornament of that learned institution, 
It is to be a statue in bronze, and will be placed on the daily promenade 
of the great man, which, after him has been called ‘‘ der Philosophen- 
steig” (The Philosopher’s Path.) 

Deatu or A Lonpon Pusiisner.—tThe last English papers announce 
the death of Henry Corsury, Esq., the eminent and well-known London 
publisher. Mr. Colburn commenced his career with forming a circula- 
ting library in Conduit street, but, early laid the foundation by his zeal in 
the publication of works of sterling literature, of that important busi- 
ness in Great Marlborough street, from which he retired a year or two 
since in favor of Messrs. Hurst & Blackett. Mr. Colburn was the first 
publisher of the Literary Gazette, and the first book reviewed in that 
Journal, Jan. 25th, 1817, was a volume of Private Correspondence of 
Benjamin Franklin, published by him. 

The Right Hon. T. B. Macautay, M. P., has presented an extensive 
and valuable donation of books to the library of the Edinburgh Philo- 
sowhical Institution, of which he is president. The collection, which is 
handsomely bound, embraces some of the most important works in 
English history and literature. 

Tne Lisrary Movement.-—The petitions being circulated by the 
members of the Yourg Men’s Literary Association, of Springfield, Mass., 
for the establishment of a public library by the city government, are 
meeting with a very general approbation, and have already received 
over one thousand signatures. 

Tue Newsuryport City Lisrary.—This institution has been com- 
menced under the most favorable circumstances. The Newburyport 
Herald gives a list of the donations received, from which we learn that 
Hon. Josiah Little has given $5000. The donations from Boston are as 
follows: Sons of Newburyport in Boston, being balance of cash after 
paying the expenses of the celebration of July 4th, 1854, $241; Reed, 
Chadwick & Dexter, $75; Hon. Charles Jackson, $50; Dr. James Jack- 
son, $10. Col. Samuel Sweet presented seven hundred volumes, and 
Hon. Charles Jackson fifty-one volumes. The Library commences with 
5,500 books. 

A new mezzotint engraving called the “ American Christian Union,” 
has just been published. The scene appears to be the interior of a 
church, with a congregation of distinguished divines of all evangelical 
denominations. Bishop Wainwright is presiding, with the familiar figure 
of Dr. Cox conspicuously holding forth, while some forty of the leading 
clergymen of the present day are seated at the right and left. Among 
them are Drs. Ferris, Krebs, Tyng, Spring, Spencer, Cone, H. W. 
Beecher, L. Beecher, Bishop Waugh, Bishop Coskry, Rev._E. N. Kirk, 
and others. 

The Parliamentary library of the late Joseph Hume, Esq., was be- 
queathed by him to the London University College. 

The Imperial Library of Vienna contains 16,000 manuscripts in the 
Greek, Hebrew, Chinese, Indian and Arabic languages, written on 
parchment. 

Five thousand documents have already been transcribed by the com- 
missioners appointed to collect and publish the entire writings of Napo- 
leon. The most interesting of these contributions—because the least 
known—are those written while the hero of Austerlitz held inferior rank 





in the army. Numbers of letters written during the early portion of 
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his career have been sent to the imperial Commission, They were ad- 
dressed to people—often to people almost unknown—and were treasured 
by them after the writer had become celebrated. Of these contribu- 
tions the most remarkable are about sixty letters of instructions and ex- 
planations written by Napoleon while commanding the artillery at Tou- 
lon. The Imperial Commissioners have also in their possession an 
autograph letter, addressed by Napoleon to Cardinal Fesch—in which 
he describes minutely, and clearly, the proper duties of an archbishop. 
Indeed, Napoleon’s correspondence with the clergy promises to form a 
remarkable portion of his collected works. It appears that he wrote a 
series of letters to the Ministre des Cultes, in which he gave his notion 
of a good priest. The main point on which he forcibly dwells is, that 
the church has no business with affairs of State. It is said that these 
lessons to the Minister of religion are both severe and just. 

M. Diwor, the eminent French publisher, has just issued a pamphlet 
against a projected paper duty in France. In 1340, says M. Didot, King 
Philip ordered that “paper and books, being indispensable to pupils, 
should be exempt from duty.” King John, in 1360, confirmed that 
privilege; and afterward Louis XII. and Francois I. declared books 
exempt from every kind of impost. Henry II., in 1552, ordered that 
there should always be in France a special favor shown to paper; and, 
in 1789, when an attempt was made to introduce a paper duty, the idea 
was so unpopular that the proposed plan came to nothing. 

An acceptable addition to the Catalogue of the British Museum Li- 
brary has been made in a list of the pamphlets belonging to the Royal 
Library. The catalogue is in twelve small octavo volumes. The pamph- 
lets are about twenty thousand in number, extending from the reign of 
Charles I. to George III., by whom they were presented to the nation 
about thirty years ago. 

Governor Braprorp’s long lot MS., “ History of Plymouth Colony 
and people from 1602 to 1647,” has been discovered in Lambeth Palace, 
London. The MS. must have been taken to England when the British 
troops evacuated Boston in 1776. 

A Literary discovery of interest has lately been made. It comprises 
above a hundred letters of James Boswell, principally addressed to his 
friend, the Rv. William Templer, Rector of St. Glavias, in Cornwall, 
whose name is mentioned three or four times in the life of Johnson. 
They were rescued some years ago from the hands of a shopkeeper in 
France, with a mass of other correspondence of less importance, ad- 
dressed to this Mr. Templer, but have not been thoroughly examined 
until lately, Preparations are now being made for their publication. 

A Paris paper announces the fact of the discovery of an unpublished 
fragment of a lost tragedy of Euripides, by M. Egger, of the Institute. 

Pustio Museums anp LipraRIes IN IRELAND.—Mr. Ewart, Mr. G. 
A. Hamurton, and Mr. Kirx have introduced a bill for further promot- 
ing the establishment of free public libraries and museums in Ireland. 
It repeals the 16 and 17 Victoria, cap. 101, and the 99th section of 17 
and 18 Victoria, cap. 103, and provides for the adoption of the act in 
any incorporated borough, or any town, the population of which shall 
exceed 5,000 persons, the adoption to be determined by the votes of 
two-thirds of the householders. The expenses of carrying the act into 
execution are to be defrayed out of the borongh or town fund. Ac- 
counts are to be audited, and a copy thereof sent to the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant. The amount of the rate to be levied for the purposes of the act 
is not to exceed 1d. in the pound in any one year. The councils or 
boards of any borough, and the town commissioners of any town, are 
empowered to appropriate lands, and to sell and exchange the same for 
the purposes of this act. The general management of the libraries and 
museums is to be vested in the borough councils and town-commission- 
ers, who are “to purchase and provide the necessary fuel, lighting, and 
other similar matters,—t.oks, newspapers, maps, and specimens of art 
and science,” & +. The p operty of the library and all lands and build- 
ings will be vested in the managers. A decision against the adoption 
of this act will be valid for one year. Museums and libraries established 
under this act will be open to the public free of all charge. 


A monument has been erected at St. Petersburg to the Russian |

A member of the English House of Commons has given notice that 
next session “ he shall move an address to her majesty, praying that her 
maje ty will be graciously pleased to appoint a commission to inquire 
into the state of the authorized version of the Bible, and to prepare a 
plan for the further revision of that translation.” 

The Lcndon Atheneum of Aug. 18th Cevotes a page and a half to a 
Review of Know Nothingism, as exemplified in “ The Sons of the Sires,” 
a work lately published in Philadelphia. 

A valuable discovery has been recently made in Hungary, of a col- 
lection of twelve autograph sermons of Martin Luther. They are signed 
with the initials, M. L. of the name of the great German Reformer. 
The sermons are bound in one volume in parchment, the binding show- 
ing traces of ornamental gilding. 

The first volume of a History of the United States, by a French 
Author, is announced as follows: “ History of the United States, from 
the first efforts at Colonization to the adoption of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, by Edward Taboulage, Member of the Institute.” This work is 
favorably reviewed in the Athenzeum Francais. 

The Dutch claim as the inventor of printing, their compatriot Laurent 
Jean Costar. To perpetuate his memory a statue has just been erected 
in Harlem. 

The King of Prussia has given a Gold Medal to Lieut. Maury of the 
U. S. Navy, in recognition of his services to science, an honorable dis- 
tinction which will be approved by scientific men of all nations.
